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United Nations Has 
Proved Its Worth 


Ten years after the United Nations 
became a working organization it is pos- 
sible to look back and realize that it is 
much stronger than most of us believed it 
would become. It has become stronger 
through evolution as it proved that it 
could fill a void in world affairs that very 
much needed to be filled. 

This is United Nations Week, cli- 

maxed today with United Nations Day. 
Much will be heard about the achieve- 
ments of the organization during its first 
10 years. They have been substantial. But 
by far the greatest achievement is that it 
has survived and grown stronger because 
it works. 
. First, of course, we look to Korea. 
This was the sort of test that wrecked the 
League of Nations. When the challenge to 
exert force on behalf of collective security 
was met, the Soviet Union and no other 
member dared to withdraw. It became the 
greatest single force for settlement of 
international affairs the modern world 
has seen. 

The United Nations has been called 
a “debating society.” In a sense it is. 
But the words uttered there are echoed 
in decisions made in every foreign office 
in the world. As a sounding board for 
world opinion alone it justifies its exist- 
ence. This opinion is translated into 
action that is moving us closer to a type 
of stability and peace. 

The organization has been called an 
attempt to set up a world government. No 
charge was ever more baseless. The big- 
power veto—that has also been attacked— 
is the assurance that no sovereignties are 
in danger. But as a means of bringing 
people together to find understanding and 
friendship it has possibilities that have 
only been touched. 

The United Nations Educational, Scien- 
tific and Cultural Organization has been 
under fire. But this phase of its program is 
one of its most valuable. It has reduced 
some of the underlying causes of war by 
@ttacking the problems of ignorance, want, 
misunderstanding and fear at their social 
and economic sources. 

The organization has met the chal- 
lenge of violence in Korea, Berlin, Kash- 
mir, Iran, Israel, Egypt—all containing 
the seeds of big war. 

The United Nations has grown in ef- 
fectiveness as it has met these tests. It is 
far stronger than even the most optimistic 
thought it could be. 

' In a world in which the alternative 
between total destruction and peace is 
world cooperation to solve the problems 
which cause war, the United Nations is 
Our greatest hope. It is not yet perfect 
but it is becoming stronger every year.

Fight on Traffic Deaths 
Is a Full-Time Chore 


The President’s Committee for Traf- 
fic Safety informs us that traffic deaths 
throughout the nation are climbing. After 
declining in 1954 for the first time since 
1949, they have been inching up again. 

For six successive months of 1955, 
March through August, fatalities were 
higher than in the comparable month last 
year. In July they were 11 per cent higher 
—the worst July in 18 years—and in 
August they were up 10 per cent. More 
than 400—a near record—died over the 
Labor Day weekend. 

For the same period, Georgia can be 
proud of her record. When fatalities 
started increasing, the State Patrol and 
other enforcement officers did make an 
attempt to do something about it. It got 
results. Labor Day fatalities, for instance, 
were cut in half from last year and fatali- 
ties were reduced. 

It was not accomplished without ef- 
fort, but Georgia’s record proves that it 
can be done. It also proves that public 
awareness plus enforcement of speed and 
other traffic regulations will help to stop 
the slaughter. 

This year the national committee has 
set aside Dec. 1 as national Safe Driving 
Day. The federal, municipal and state 
governments, together with néarly 200 
national civic organizations, will partici- 
pate in a campaign to again acquaint the 
public with traffic hazards and all phases 
of the traffic problem. 

Georgians are asked to cooperate fully 
in the observance, keeping in mind that 
the traffic accident problem cannot be 
solved with a “day.” It is a year-round 
everyday business. Somehow this busi- 
ness of slaughter on the roads must be 
solved. 


Buyers of Gilt Don’t 
Often Find It Is Gold 


The South Carolina matron who bought 
a painting in a junk shop for $2 and 
found she owned a valuable masterpiece 
is as lucky as a winner of a television 
jackpot. 7

painting and dingy gilt frame, so she 
bought it. Experts think it may be a work 
of Juan de Ribera, Spanish artist of the 
17th Century, and possibly worth $50,000. 


De Ribera is not as well known as 
Goya, Valasquez, El Greco and the other 
greats whose canvasses make Madrid’s 
Prado Museum the world’s finest on a 
cubic foot basis. But there are Ribera 
paintings all over that museum, striking 
and sometimes morbid studies of martyrs 
in their death agonies. 

The discovery of ade Ribera in a Car- 
olina junk shop 
story in itself. But even more interesting, 
if it could be pieced together, would be 
the travels of the painting through the 
centuries from the Mediterranean to dusty 
obscurity in the catch-all atmosphere of 
a secondhand store. 


LaSalle’s Old Ship 
May Have Been Found 


A few iron bolts and some sunken 
timbers may cause a revision in the ac- 
cepted history of the Griffin, the first 
ship to sail the Great Lakes. 


The Griffin was built above Niagara 
Falls in 1679 by the French explorer La- 
Salle. He was one of that indomitable 
Land of soldiers and missionaries of the 
17th century who very nearly secured the 
North American continent for France. 
LaSalle and his compatriots entered the 
new lands via the St. Lawrence, explored 
the Great Lakes, and then followed the 
Mississippi to the Gulf, founding trading 
posts, forts and missions as they went. 


LaSalle invested his fortune in the 
Griffin and sailed her up to the lakes to 
the present site of Green Bay, Wis., trad- 
ing with the Indians for furs as he trav- 
eled. He decided to remain at the head of 
the lakes, and ordered the Griffin’s cap- 
tain to return to the falls and see that 
the valuable cargo was shipped from there 
to market. 

The Griffin mever was heard from 
again. That she was lost in a storm has 
been the accepted theory. 


But a wreck found in Georgian Bay, 
far off the Griffin’s course back to the 
falls, is causing speculation. The wreck 
tallies with the Griffin’s plans. Canadian 
government experts on the evidence of 
axe marks on the wood figure the wreck 
is from 200 to 300 years old. 


The latest theory of the end of the 
Griffin is one of betrayal, and punishment 
overtaking the unjust. Some now believe 
that the ship’s captain, one Duc, dis- 
obeyed LaSalle’s orders and intended to 
sell the furs for his own account. But 
Indians in the strange waters he was sail- 
ing, captured the ship, sacked and burned 
it and left it to rot in the cove where it 
was found nearly three centuries later. 


If this wreck indeed is the Griffin, the 
United States and Canada have another 
priceless historical relic. For this unfortu- 
nate ship was the first to ply the Great 
Lakes, now the scene of some of the most 
important water-borne commerce in the 
world. 


The Cycle Is Complete 
If Opera Goes Abroad 


The Metropolitan Opera Company is 
considering plans for a new opera house 
in New York and the advisability of a 
European tour. 


Of course, the opera’s old home is en- 
crusted with tradition, but even opera 
must stay up with the times to keep alive 
and healthy. The interest the Metropolitan 
has generated since the advent of Rudolf 
Bing, who brought new staging and 
streamlining to some of the cumbersome 
old classics, amply proves this point. 

Taking opera to Europe is rather like 
hauling coals to Newcastle. However, 
Europeans should be interested in seeing 
and hearing an opera company that has 
survived as long as the Met without a 
state subsidy. Furthermore, American in- 
terpretations of European-born operas 
should heighten the interest of opera lov- 
ers abroad. 

This is a splendid time to export 
American culture along with American 
goods, for American products seem to 
have captured the imagination of the 
world. Why else the riots in Rome and 
mob scenes in Hamburg over Louis Arm- 
strong?

We in’ the South use the word 
“bonny’’ quite often as in the case 
of ‘‘The Bonny Blue Flag.’’ Bonny 
is not a true Scotch word. It came

Rumors Are False: 
Ike Won't Resign! 


WASHINGTON—Sometimes a pretty fantastic 
idea gets so widely circulated that it begins to look 
better and more probable than it really is. I 


have come onto such an idea numerous times in recent days in different 
parts of the country. It comes up in conversation with people who are 
not in politics and I have heard it earnestly discussed by some Repub- 


lican politicians. 

The idea is: 

That early next year Mr. Ei- 
senhower resign. 


That Vice President Nixon take 
over the ‘‘duties and office’ of 
President for the remainder of the 
term. 

That this would give the vice 
president the opportunity to show 
whether and/or how well he could 
handle the White House with all 
its authority and prestige behind 
him. 

That, on the assumption Mr. 
Nixon would take good advantage 
of the opportunity, he would thus 
earn the Republican presidential 
nomination and, as a result of be- 
ing in the limelight of the presi- 
dency, Mr. Nixon would give the 
Republicans the best chance of 
winning next year’s election. 

It isn’t going to happen. 

I have checked on it at the two 
sources which count and it can 
be said without qualification: 

That President Eisenhower is not 
going to resign. 

That Vice President Nixon wants 
to have no part in any such pro- 
cedure. 

There are those who suggest that 
if Mr. Eisenhower feels he will not 
be well enough to serve another 
term, he might well feel—or be

Two-Party System 
Would Alter South 


POINT CLEAR, Ala.—In their closing session 
here, Southern governors were discussing the amaz- 
ing industrial development of the South. This lit- 


persuaded to feel—that he is not 
well enough to serve the last year 
of his present term. They suggest 
that the country ought to have 
the services of a full-time Presi- 
dent during 1956. They suggest that 
by giving the presidency to Mr. 
Nixon for a year Mr. Eisenhower 
would almost certainly avert a bit- 
ter intra-party contest for the pres- 
idential nomination and would give 
Mr. Nixon such a build-up as to 
enhance tremendously his pros- 
pects at the polls next November. 


These arguments do not appeal 
to President Eisenhower. There is 
no provision in the Constitution 
which authorizes him to pass the 
presidency along to someone else 
if he gets tired of it or tired in it. 
He knows that the American peo- 
ple want the man they chose for 
the presidency—and nobody else— 
to serve as long as he is capable 
of serving. He would not consider 
using the device of resigning his 
office for a partisan purpose, that 
is, to pre-empt the presidential 
nomination for a particular can- 
didate or to build up a candidate 
for election. 

The President doesn’t favor it. 

The vice president doesn’t favor 
it. 

It isn’t going to happen.

array of statistics embodied in a comprehensive report covering the 
South’s abundant natural resources and new and flourishing industries. 


During the discussions. there 
were frequent expressions of re- 
sentment at charges from the East 
and North, particularly New Eng- 
land, that the South is luring plants 
from those areas by special con- 
cessions of all sorts that they 
claim are unfair. Entering a broad 
denial of the allegations, Gov. 
Orval Forbes of Arkansas said 
only 1 per cent of the migration 
southward involved the practices 
complained about. 


Industrially the South has joined 
the Union, making itself an inte- 
gral part of the national life with 
a flow back and forth of business 
that benefits it and other sections 
of the country. But politically, the 
Civil, War is still on, and within 
the Democratic Party, between the 
Confederate and Yankee wings. 


This is exemplified in the con- 
stant fretful talk you hear ewher- 
ever Southern politicians gather— 
as was the case here — that the 
South is ‘‘ignored’’ in the formu- 
lation of party policy, that it does 
not have the voice it should there 
or in the choice of presidential 
candidates. 


What is really meant, you dis- 
cover as you listen, is that the 


South is not permitted to run the . 


whole party. That seems to be 
what the politicians here consider 
‘a God-given right—to run the par- 
ty—and they insist upon it. 

One also gets a sense of un- 
reality which probably goes back 


jn its inspiration to the pre-Civil 
War era when the South was dom- 
inant in the national government. 
That was, of course, a long, long 
time ago. 

Only ‘‘The South’”’ still exists as 
a distinct political entity. You nev- 
er hear any other section insisting 
upon dominating a great political 
party. Nothing exists elsewhere in 
this respect — no ‘*The East” or 
“The Midwest” or ‘‘The West.” 

Nor do you find politicians in 
those geographical divisions con- 
stantly planning, as they do in the 
South and as the governors did 
again here, to form a cohesive po- 
litical bloc to regain for “The 
South’’ what is called its “proper 
share’ in direction of the Demo- 
cratic Party. It all seems some- 
what strange, too, when you know 
that the South, répresenting a mi- 
nority of the people of the country 
and a minority of the Democratic 
Party, is dominant in: Congress, oc- 
cupying virtually all of the key 
posts of power, including that of 
speaker of the House and that of 
party leader in the Senate, and 
shaping legislative policy in Con- 
gress. : 

One way to ‘change the inverted 
and isolated character of the South 
politically would be by a strong 
two-party system with a healthy 
Republican Party. But, while this 
seemed to be getting nearer after 
the Eisenhower invasion of 1952, 
it seems to be slowing up again.

Will Rising Longevity 


Continue To Expand? 


The goal of physicians is to 
make their profession extinct. 
This may sound odd because 
when disease is conquered and 
everyone learns to maintain op- 
timum health, there will be no 
need for medicos. 

The conquest of epidemic dis- 
ease is almost complete. Nowa- 
days, contagious hospitals are 
being closed for lack of patients 
and those that remain open are 
empty except for their horrible 
memories of suffering children 
and helpless, anxious parents. 

Tuberculosis sanatoriums will 
be next and then, I hope, mental 
institutions. 

The percentage ot youngsters 
growing to adulthood keeps on 
mounting because of early in- 
oculation against diphtheria, 
smallpox, whooping cough, and 
tetanus along with improvements 
in diet and the use of the won- 
der drugs, should infection 
occur. 

These factors are responsible 
for our rising life expectancy, 
but will it continue to improve 
in a comparable ratio as in the 
last 20 years? 

In my opinion, this is too much 
to ask for. Man is not immortal 
and every time and boundaries of 
life are expanded, new hazards 
arise to offset the gains. 

Our current bottlenecks are 
hardening of the arteries, heart 
trouble, high blood pressure, 
and cancer. Nevertheless, life 
expectancy probably will creep 


tempt te improve health. 

In addition, socio - economic 
conditions must improve so that 
better food, housing, and sani- 
tation can be provided. 

Progress in the future will cen- 
ter about our senior citizens. We 
can expect to see more octogen- 
arians and even centenarians of 
keen mind and strong body. The 
objective is to maintain bodily 
and mental vigor so long as life 
endures. 

A fuller, richer and more ro- 
ductive existence can be ex- 
pected when we develop more 
respect for our physical and 
mental limitations. 

Since women’s life expectancy 
is higher than men, it is 
reasonable to assume that the 
weaker sex might give the male 
population a few pointers. 

The greater aggressiveness 
and lack of caution shown by 
men may be more exciting but 
the body pays a high price for 
the ensuing stress, tension, and 
frustration. 

In addition, males take less 
advantage of all that modern 
medicine and public health have 
to offer. The majority of men 
put off consulting a physician 
until it is too late. 

They disregard minor

Boys, 12, Can Handle 
| Newspaper Routes

“Dr. Crane, we have a law 
in Wisconsin permitting 12-year- 
old boys to operate their own 
newspaper routes,”’ he began. 

‘But a new Dill has been in- 
troduced to prohibit all boys un- 
der 14 from naving such news- 
paper jobs. 

“‘We are interested in this ar- 
bitrary distinction. How much 
difference is there,mentally and 
physically, that would make it 
wise to prevert ambitious 12- 
year-olds and 13-year-olds from 
doing this work? 

*‘Do you think the average 12- 
year-old is too juvenile to han- 
dle a local newspaper route?’’ 


The Boy Scwuts don’t think a 
12-year-old boy is too juvenile 
to handle similar responsibility. 

For young Boy Scouts rescue 
drowning aduits all alone. They 
also camp under the skies and 
acquire many other valuable ex- 
periences. 


A 13-year-old lad of my ac- 
quaintance recently received his 
Eagle Scout award. That repre- 


sents study and discipline equiv- 
alent to college education. 

Indeed, if I were an employer, 
I'd rate an Eagle Scout award 
as equal to at least two years 
of college. 

Besides, it isn’t a matter of 
the calendar that counts, for 
there are wide individual viria- 
tions. Some boys of 12 are far 
more mature and conscientious 
than playboy husbands I’ve met 
who were twice that age. 

Jesus was only 12 years of 
age when he indirectly launched 
upon his world mission by argu- 
ing with the professors in the 
temple. 

It is just as fallacious to desig- 


— 


nate all boys ot 12 as imma- 
ture and juvenile, as to assume 
that all men and women, aged 
65, are senile and thus incapa- 
ble of doing a full day’s work. 
The circitation managers of 


newspapers are doing the best 
job of any teachers in our land 
as regards instructing boys in 
our American .‘“‘free enterprise’’ 
system. 


They train 500,000 lads each 
year in buying, merchandising 
and selling, as well as credit. 

No other group of boys ob- 
tains this vital drill in the broad, 
three-fold aspects of our econ- 
omy. 

Most people are simply sal- 
aried workers Jn mining, manu- 
facturing, farming or other fields 
of producing 2o00ds and services. 

Others are salaried employes 
in sales and a‘ivertising or mer- 
chandising and distribution 
realms. 

A third group derives its pay 
from the credit phase of our 
American economy, either - in 
banks or finance companies and 
the bookkeeping or credit de- 
partment of stores. 

But newspaper carriers act as 
independent merchants who buy 
their papers at wholesale, Then 
they merchandise them. They 
must sell and mollify their irate 
old customers, as well as try 
to win new subscribers. 

Finally, they collect weekly 
and balance «heir books so they 
can compute their net profit, 
something many American 
adults still don’t understand. 

As a psychologist, physician 
and father of four sons who have 
carried newspapers long before 
the age of 14, ! do not approve 
of a set minimum age limit of 
14 years for wewspaper boys. 

Let them work as soon as they 
want to, and he doggone grate- 
ful when kids rowadays want to 
work. Don’t discourage such 
leaders of tomorrow by sissy 
*‘do-gooder” legislation.

Up at Rabun Gap-Nacooehee School, where I went last “a 
to cover plans for the new $100,000 school-community recreation 
center, they have a perfectly charming cottage for overnight 
guests. 

It is a little white frame four-room house recently deco- 
rated by members of the Rabun Gap-Nacoochee Guild. The guild 
| members chose pleasant country-looking furniture for the cot- 
tage, braided rugs and crisp cottons to go with the pine-paneled 
i walls. It is so comfortable and pretty, before I went to sleep I 
wandered around and examined it and that’s how I happened to 
pick up “‘Sketches of Rabun County.” 


Andrew Jackson Richie, founder of Rabun Gap School, wrote 
this book and it has some lovely stories in it. I couldn't read 
it all, of course, but dipping here and there in it I came upon 
an expression of the feeling that caused Andy Ritchie and his 
wife, Addie Corn Ritchie, to give up a promising future in the 
outside world and settle down in Rabun Gap to build a school. 


‘Theres’ an old saying that a man jis part of all he has met,” 
wrote Mr. Ritchie. “If this is true, then I was part of the isola- 
tion of this mountain region, for I was a man grown befgre I 
had ever ridden on a rajlroad. I was part of its illiteracy ,\ for 
at the age of 20 years I was still studying the speilingbook. I Was 
also part of its poverty, for when I undertook this great adven- 
ture I had no means‘of my own.’ 

The conviction that he was a part of the wrong things as 
well as the right things was a noble one for Andy Ritchte to have. 
I thought about it when I put his book aside and went to-sleep, 
and I thought of it again when I awoke to see the sun slipping 
in over the mist-covered mountains. 

It’s easy enough to feel a part of the beauty of that place, I 
imagine. After breakfast when we drove around the school’s 
thousands of acres of well-tended farm land and beautiful wood- 
land, I even felt a part of it myself. Sixteen individual farms 
flourish with the school and under the school’s direction and 
assistance program. Because of the hundreds of farmers who 
have lived on school farms, learned good farming procedures 
and accumulated a start for themselves, Rabun County is a 


=. flourishing, productive county agriculturally. 


ee 

Farmers move their families into one of the school farm 
houses and live there 10 years, tilling land which is for that period 
as good as their own, sharing the profits and participating im agri- 
cultural experiments with the help of experts. Beautiful herds of 
milk and dairy cattle grazed on the green hills back of the school. 
Fat pigs waddled about the first pig pasture I had ever seen—part 
of the school’s experiment at grazing pigs. 


We passed the Little Rabun Gap post office and then a pretty 
green cabin under a tree—‘‘law ground”’ where the local citizens 
go for justice of the peace court and to cast their ballots on 
election day. 

Across Wolf Fork Valley the sun caught the spire of the 
little white Baptist Church and sent a trail of light across the 
green slope where a herd of sheep grazed. 

A man could be a part of this. Just looking at it fills you 
with pleasure and pride. Look what WE have, you want to say. 
But how much nobler was Andy Ritchie’s feeling. He was a part 
of what was wrong and distressing and miserable—and he devoted 
his life to correcting it.

The department said nonfarm 
commodities, on the other hand, 
have moved to higher price 
levels. 

Farmers’ cash receipts from 
marketings in the first three- 
quarters of the year were esti- 
mated at $19,700,000,000, or 4 
per cent less than in the corre- 
sponding period last year. Re- 
ceipts from livestock and live- 
stock products of $11,700,000,000 
were 5 per cent lower than in 
1954, largely because of a drop 
of 29 per cent in average prices 
of hogs.
